AAA Cuts Budget 


For New Year 


One To Three Millions To Be... 
Trimmed From Administrative 
Expenses And Personnel Pay 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — The agricul- 
tural adjustment administration today 
planned to slash administrative expen- | 
ses to meet limitations of the new farm 


program. | 
1939 fiscal | 


Officials said that the 
year budget for administration would 
be cut between $1,000,000 and $3,000,- 
000. The saving will be effected par- 
totally through a reduced personnel. 

During the first nine months of this 
year the AAA spent $14,958,740 for ad- 
ministration, exclusive of county com- 
mittee costs estimated at approximate- 
ly $20,000,000. Total expenses for the 
full year will be nearly $40,000,000. 

The new farm program limits ad- 
ministrative expenses in Washington 
to one per cent and in the field to two 
per cent of the total appropriation of 
$485,000,000 for next year. No limit- 
ation is placed on county committee 
expenses.

FEARS OF CHILD FOUND 
TO BE ACQUIRED, 
SAYS PSYCHOLOGIST 


BATON ROUGE, La., (P/—The child 
has only three or four natural fears, 
and those which are acquired during 
babyhood are usually the most danger- 
ous and the result of improper care and 
attention. 


That is the belief of Dr. Paul C. 
Young, professor of psychology at Lou- 
isiana State University. Dr. Young 
picked up a few fears when a child, 
he said, and knows whereof he spoke. 

“Many parents play on the fears of 
their children in order to make them 
obey, to keep them from interfering, 
to keep them down.” Dr. Young said, 
“only to find later that they are bring- 
ing up a shy, timid, stay-at-home and 
dream creature. He is afraid of his 
own shadow, afraid that he will lose 
his job, afraid to speak to those he 
meets, afraid that those he meets 
might speak to him, and more afraid 
still that they won’t speak to him. 

“By careful investigation,” Dr. Young 
continued, “it has been found that the 
child has only three or four natural 
fears. The rest are acquired. He screams 
or cringes with fear, first, if he is all 
but allowed to fall; second, if a loud 
sound is made near him; third, if some 
sudden, intense, or long continued 
pain afflicts him; fourth, if he is han- 
dled too roughly.” 

All other fears, Dr. Young warned, 
are learned. Parents who scare their 
children with bogey-man_ stories to 
make them be quiet, or put them in 
closets, or otherwise punish them for 
misbehavior are instilling dangerous 
fears in the child, he said.

LINCOLN’S VICE CONSUL 
TO FRANCE DIES AT 
MONTE CARLO 


MONTE CARLO, (iP)—Edward Tuck, 
whom Abraham Lincoln sent to Paris 
76 years ago as vice consul, died today. 
He was 95. 

Dean of the American colony in 
France, one of the greatest of foreign 
benefactors of France, he had been ac- 
corded more honors by the French than 
any American who ever lived.
